However 
one advantage other than 
continuity is that there is a 
possibility of printing it on 
recycled paper, an option that 
our old printers were incapable 
of offering.

$660 per year in tuition 
(including hidden fees like 
the "course materials charges".! 

FACT: The Canadian national 
average tuition fee, per year, 
is $1550. 

FACT: Student tuition fees in 
Quebec have been "frozen" since 
1969. 

FACT: The new Quebec government 
has planned to implement tuition 
fee increases within the near 
future. 

In light of the facts stated 
above, it looks like Macdonald 
students have been enjoying a 
(relatively! free ride for a 
while now. In light of the 
increase considered above, it 
looks like we should prepare to 
pay a little more bus fare, 
metaphorically speaking. 

The issue of Quebec university 
funding is a difficult one. 
Students know well the 
difficulties of earning enough 
money to cover food and rent 
costs during 8 months of study, 
let alone enough to pay 
increasing tuition fees. 
However, as a victim of Quebec 
relative anderfunding (such an 
ugly phrase, isn^t it?!l McGill 
has tried to trim all the excess 
fat it can to spare students 
added expense yet provide a 
decent education, until mow, 



when skeletal amputations are 
scheduled unless drastic first 
aid gets here PRETTY ^! I QUICK! 

Aside from the ideological 
appeal of being (at least 
partially! responsible for one's 
own educational costs, increased 
tuition fees provide very 
concrete benefits that touch all 
students. Teaching assistants, 
library journal subscriptions 
and lab. equipment maintenance 
are three examples of ESSEITIAL 
educational aids that are 
suffering due to lack of 
funding. By helping McGill 
maintain its excellent 
reputation, students will help 
themselves to better schooling 
and better job opportunities. 

Mow, when it's known that 
tuition fee increases are being 
planned by the governaent, is 
the time to show the Bourassa 
administration that we care 
about university education and 
are willing to invest in a sure 
thing if the government will 
listen to and respect our needs, 
lithin the coming weeks, members 
of the Macdonald Students 
Society will be drawing up a 
letter to be sent to Quebec, 
identifying student concerns 
that MUST be considered when the 
fee increase policy is drawn up. 
Because it's such an emotional 
issue, the letter will not be 
endorsed by Macdonald Students 
Society as a whole, but by any 
individuals who wish to sign, 
allowing all Macdonald students 
their right to individual 
expression.

fty doe sft't tbe iiC Eecycle 
leispaper 



Students and staff who 
faithfully deposit their used 
paper in the IK recycling bins 
vill have noticed the sudden 
appearance of "No Heispaper! Pas 
de Papier Journal!" signs. This 
has frustrated &any, since lost 
of the paper le throf out is 
newspaper. But this fact is 
part of the problei: vast 
aaounts of newsprint are already 
being recycled; and, since it is 
of lower quality than writing 
paper, there is aUost no larht 
for recycled newspaper. !o 
transport coipany is willing to 
pick up Hacdonald College's 
newspaper. 

Vhile writing paper is nade 
froi short, resistant hardwood 
fibres, newspaper is nade frot 
softwood pulp: these fibres are 
too weak to be recycled. 
Newspaper also contains a lot of 
ink; and there are, at present, 
no newspaper de-inking plants in 
(Juebec. 

Although recycled writing 
paper, nixed with soie fresh 
pulp for extra strength, can be 
made into paper bags, egg 
cartons, toilet paper and even 
new writing paper, newspaper can 
only be recycled into products 
such as soie forns of packaging 
and hoie insulation. 

So much newspaper is already 
being collected froia coiaunities 
(who pay the coipanies the 
collect their recyclables) and 
large universities, that a glut 
has forced on the already stall 
larket for recycled newspaper. 

The fact that newsprint 
decoiposes faster than writing 
paper i and therefore cannot be 
stored for any length of tiiel, 
as well as its siall coiaercial 
value, has lade recycling 
coipanies reluctant to collect 
newspaper; so reluctant in fact 
that none are willing to collect 



any lore of it. 

The coipany iU dealt 
with in the past quit picking up 
our recyclables, because the 
college was too far, produced 
too stall quantities of 
recyclables and too great a 
percentage of newspaper (66-75ti 
of total paper). Recuperaction 
Earronniers Inc. have agreed to 
collect the college's white 
paper, but not our newsprint. 
So coftpany in lontreal is 
willing to pick up Hac's 
newspaper. 

kt present, all that can 
be done is to continue recycling 
white paper and to work toward 
establishing a tunicipal 
recycling prograt in Ste-hne- 
de-Bellevue.

Did you know 
that it is not possible 
presently to do a double tajor 
at Mac? Double lajors are 
currently offered downtown, the 
problet with the fiacdonald 
catpus curriculut, is that 
everybody receives a B.Sc. in 
agriculture regardless of the 
specialization . Kany prograts 
are offered but the cotpletion 
of core courses in one or tore 
specializations only results in 
a single tajor degree, such as 
biology, renewable resources, 
etc.. The coititeefor curricula 
should take into account that 
tany "specializations" are very 
different and if a student fills 
all the requiretents for any 
two lajors, it should appear in 
his transcript. Right now, the 
only possibility is to do a 



tinor in ecological agriculture 
and a tajor in anything else.
